Why  JThey  Believe  the  Addition  of  Black  to  the  School  Colors  of  Green 


and  White  in  Playing  Equipment  for  Bearcat  Athletic  Teams  Is  a  Desir¬ 
able  Thing. 


After  having  pome  four  or  five  meetings  on  the  subject,  the  Faculty 
Committee  on  Intercollegiate  Athletics  has  decided  to  explain  its  reasons 
for  believing  it  desirable  to  use  black  as  a  basic  color  in  playing  equip¬ 
ment  for  the  College  athletic  teams.  ■ 

This  is  a  question  which  has  caused  a  small  controversy  in  the  Col¬ 
lege,  and  which  has  never  been  fully  settled  to  the  satisfaction  of  all 
parties  concerned.  The  matter  was  first  brought  up  several  weeks  ago, 
but  the  faculty  committee  has  indicated  its  belief  that  both  sides  of  the 
question  have  not  been  thoroughly  enough  explained. 

After  studying  the  matter  from  all  angles,  the  committee  has  pre¬ 
pared  an  article  for  the  Northwest -Missourian,  giving  certain  facts  which 
point  toward  the  desirability  of  using  black  for  a  basic  color  in  addition  to 
the  school  colors  of  green  and  while. 

The  committee  is  of  one  mind  in  that  it  does  not  favor  a  change  or 
alteration  in,  the  actual  school  colors,  but  it  also  believes  that  reasons  for 
using  black  in  the  playing  equipment  are  sound. 


Following  is.  the  article  as  submit¬ 
ted  by  the  committee,  of  which  Mr.

To  Explain  Reasons 
The  question  of  using  black  as  a  basic 
color  with  green  and  white  trimmings 
in  the  playing  equipment  of  our  athlet¬ 
ic  teams  hs  been  debated  more  or  less 
already,  but  it  is  questionable  if  the 
reasons  for  the  proposed  change  have 
boon  clearly  brought  out.  So  far  as  the 
committee  on  athletics  has  been  able 
to  determine,  the  objections  arc  based 
largely  on  sentimental  reasons.  The 
purpose  of  this  article  is  to  set  forth 
cloarly  some  of  the  reasons  why  this 
change  is  desirable.

Paid  a  High  Price 
In  tlie  fall  of  1925  it  was  decided  to 
buy  tlie  best  green  jersey  on  the  mar¬ 
ket,  in  tho  hope  that  the  superior  qual¬ 
ity  would  overcome  the  trouble.  Thirty 
new  jerseys  were  bought  at  a  cost  of 
six  dollars  and  fifty  cents  each.  They 
were  good  looking  but  the  result  was 
almost  tho  same.  In  a  short  time  they 
wore  no  longer  the  original  color  and 
soon  wore  full  of  holes.  Tho  head- 
gears  had  been  changed  to  green  with 
white  stripes.  This  proved  a  success, 
green  dye  evidently  having  no  special 
harmful  effect  on  leather.  But  the 
jerseys  again  had  to  bo  replaced  in  the 
middle  of  the  season. 

Last  fall  an  extra  heavy  jersey;  of 
solid  green  color  was  obtained.  It  was 
fdr  heavier  than  a  football  jersey 
should  be.  Eight  dollars  and  fifty 
cents  was  the  price  paid.  Everything 
that  could  be  done  to  obtain  a  jersey 
that  would  retain  its  appearance  was

tlio  fall  of  1923.  This  is  uncertain  how¬ 
ever  as  tho  said  jerseys  evidently  had 
soon  soveral  years  service,  and  might 
have  bJon  originally  the  property  of 
individuals. 

History  of  Jerseys 

Jerseys  on  hand  in  the  fall  of  1923, 
ordered  by  Coach  Muynor  in  the  spring, 
were  green  in  color  with  wliito  striped 
sleeves.  They  wore  very  inferior  in 
quality.  At  the  time  of  the  first  game 
of  the  season  with  Peru  S.  T.  C.,  some- 
wlioro  about  tho  last  of  Soptembor, 
those  jerseys  created  a  docidoly  un¬ 
favorable  impression.  They  wore  of  a 
distinct  ground  color.  Peru’s  team, 
superbly  equipped,  presented  a  striking 
contrast  when  the  two  teams  took  the 
field.  Sovoral  Maryville  supporters  who 
witnessed  tho  contest,  the  president  of 
tho  institution  among  thorn,  remarked 
about  tlio  poor  appearance  of  bo  Mary¬ 
ville  uniforms.  Tho  matter  was  taken 
up  by  tlio  proper  authorities  and  it 
was  decided  that  tho  Boarcats  should 
liavo  now  jerseys.  Tho  Wesloyan  game, 
oponing  tho  homo  season,  was  only  a 
few  days  off.  Igiioruiit  as  to_  tho 
staying  qualities  and  wearing  ability 
as  well  as  many  other  disadvantages 
of  greou  jorsoys,  tho  poor  condition  of 
tho  jorsoys  in  our  possession  was  at¬ 
tributed  to  fuulty  quality  only.  As 
tho  whito  was  stroaked  with  groon^t 
was  docidod  that  a  solid  color  would 
bo  inoro  satisfactory,  both  from  tho 
poiut  of  looks  and  of  sorvico. 

Had  None  In  Stock 
An  attempt  wus  inndo  to  obtain  some 
solid  groou  jorsoys.  At  least  a  dozen 
firms  wore  investigated  and  not  one 
of  them  carried  a  stock  color  of  green. 
Almost  without  exception  thoir  stock 
colors  woro  whito,  dark  bluo,  re^  and 
black.  Groou  could  not  bo  obtuinod 
without  a  spociul  ordor  requiring  nny- 
whoro  from  15  to  30  days  time. 

It  wus  then  decided  t.o  order  rod 
jerseys  and  tho  Bearcats  woro  rod  for 
tlio  remaining,  nino  games  of  the  season. 

In  tho  fall  of  1924  u  jersoy  of  solid 
green 'was  trlod  out,  the  jersoy  being 
of  a  quality  of  high  standard.  Not 
only  did  the  jersoy  f ado  early  but  rag¬ 
gedness  duo  to  the  “eating”  qualities 
of  groou  dyo,  cuused  tlio  jorsoys  to  bo 
replaced  in  tlie  middle  of  the  season. 
Incidentally,  tho  white  headgear  which 
we  deoided  to  wear  with  the  solid  green 
jersoy,  also  proved  a  great  disappoint- 
input,  the  process  of  producing  white 
leather  having  somewhat  the  same  ef- 


that  the  manufacturer  would-  not  guar¬ 
antee  the  sweater  of  the  color  green. 
The  sweaters  cameu  were  put  into  use 
and  thc^rcsult  was  almost  identically1 
the  same.  Fading  quickly  occurred  al¬ 
though  the  wearing  quality,- due  to  the 
jersey  being  much  heavier,  was  a  great 
deal  better,.  It  was  after  this  last  en¬ 
deavor  that  the  athletic  authorities 
thought  to  again  rely  on  another  color, 
as  they  had  done  in  1923.

The  green  soon  failed  into  the 
white.  Tho  white  trunks,  coming  often 
in  contact  with  the  floor,  did  not  stay 
white  long  laid  at  was  exceedingly 
difficult  and  troublosomo  to  liavo  them 
dry  cleaned.  Basketball  thunks  are 
different  from  gymnasium  trunks.  They 
are  made  of  folt  anil  nro  pndded  on  tho 
hips  and  cannot  be  ’  washed.  By  tho 
end  of  tho  season,  tho  necessity  for  a 
change  was  evident.  The  noxt  season 
groen  trunks  with  whito  jorsoys  woro 
worn.  Tho  result  was  yollow  trunks 
and  stroaked  -jorseys.  Tho  consensus  of 
opinion  was  that  it  was  not  satisfactory. 
Tho  next  year,  tho  year  in  which  tho 
authorities  wore  still  trying  to  stabil¬ 
ize  the  color  groen,  solid  groen  jorsoys 
and  solid  white  jerseys,  tho  whito  be¬ 
ing  required  by  a  conference  rule,  woro 
worn  with  black  trunks  trimmed  in 
groen.  Theso  trunks  look  as  good  this 
year  as  they  did  last,  but  tho  greon 
jorsoys  have  takon  on  thoir  customary

Nothing  definite  has 
been  done  about  tlie  building  of  a 
stadium,  and  it  is-  certain  that  this 
matter  will  not  bo  on  tlio  immediate 
building  program.  Even  tlio  matter1 
of  bleachers  will  not  be  seriously  con¬ 
sidered  for  some  time.  The  College  now 
owns  temporary  bleachers  which  may 
be  used  in  a  pinch,  and  it  is  considered 
that  the  completion  of  tho  now  field 
and  track  are  of  moro  vital  importance 
right  now. 

To  Use  Old  Field 

Tho  present  football  field  and  quar¬ 
ter-mile  track  will  give  way  to  grounds 
for  tbc  farther  development  of  poultry 
and  horticulture  by  tho  Collego.  Plans 
for  this  liavo  not  been  completed,  but 
Mr.  Withington  is  making  a  closo  study 
of  tho  mattor.  Additional  room  for  the 
dovclopmont  of  these  factors  has  boon 
needed  by  the  school  for  some  time. 

The  exact  location  of  tho  now  field 
has  not  been  determined.  It  will  lie 
somewhere  in  the  section  between  tho 
now  gymnasium  and  tho  cottages  and 
Fourth  Street  and  Memorial  avenue. 
Tho  location  of  tho  field  will  have  much 
to  do  with  the  date  of  its  completion. 


If  it  is  necessary  to  move  much  ground, 
it  will  have  to  settle  beforo  tlie  track 
cjin  bo  built.  If,  on  the  other  hand, 
not  much  filling  has  to  bo  done,  and 
the  ground  has  to  be  cut  down  instead, 
the  work  on  tho  track  can  go  forward 
more  rapidly. 

It  is  estimated  that  with  the  slowest 
work  the  football  field  will  be  in  fine 
sliapo  for  the  1927  season. 

Farm  Is  Enlarged 

The  College  farm  is  to  be  enlarged  ^!o 
almost  twice  its  present  size.  With 
the  signing  of  a  lease  this  week,  forty- 
five  acres  just  west  of  the  College  park, 
were  added  to  the  farm,  which  is  under 
the  supervision  of  Mr.  Kinnaird,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  biological  science  .depart¬ 
ment  of  the  College. 

The  College  farm  will  now  be  approx¬ 
imately  of  100  acres,  and  will  be  de¬ 
voted  to  tlio  production  of  crops  to 
supply  as  nearly  as  possible  tlie  feed 
for  the  livestock  now  owned  by  the 
school.

By  moans  of  an  invention  of  Mr.  I 
Jones  and  Mr.  Mapel,  studonts  will  bo 
able  to  .follow  tho  Collego  Boarcats  in 
thoir  conforenco  bnskotball  games  away 
from  home.  ,  This  invention  is  known 
as  tho  “Eloctrocourt”,  and  is  a  bask¬ 
et  ball  scoroboard  which  aWws  every 
pass,  Hhot,  dribblo,  foul,  substitution, 
and  injury  ip  tho  gumo, 

■  Last  fall  tho  Oollego  studonts  woro 
able  to  koop  in  closo  touch  with  tho 
football  toam  by  moans  of  an  Electro- 
grid,  n  scoroboard  which  showed  ovory 
play  in  tho  confpronco  football  games. 
This  board  roliod  entirely  on  tho  vis¬ 
ual  powers  of  tho  spectators,  und  pluy- 
od  tho  gumo  by  moans  of  a  tf&rios  of 
lights,  which  showed  tho  position  of 
tho  hull  und  tho  players  participating 
in  each  pluy, 

Sight  With  Hearing 
Tho  Electrocourt,  on  the  other  huud, 
combines  sight  witli  tho  powers  of  hear¬ 
ing,  and  it  is  ou  tho  combination  that 
Mr.  Jones  and  Mr,  Mapel  base  their 
assertion  that  it  will  bo  fur  easier  to 
follow  than  the  gridiron  board,  '  This 
is  made  necessary,  they  claim  because 
the  play*  in  a  basketball  game  are 
much  more  rapid  than  those  in  foot- 
hall  \a<!  because  there  is  na  interests- 
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sion  between  pluys. 

While  tho  exact  workings  of  tho 
Eloctrocourt  arc  socret,  tho  explana¬ 
tion  of  tlio  bourd  is  simplo.  It  is  a 
largo  board,  about  nine  by  five  foot. 
It  shows  tlio  names  of  tho  players,  the 
Bcoro,  uml  fouls,  fiold  goulB,  and  froo 
.throws  by  moans  of  cards  and  lights. 
Tho  remainder  of  tho  board  is  un  elec¬ 
tric-radio  combination,  dovolopod 
through  tho  courtesy  of  tho  l’rico  Fur¬ 
niture  Co.,  und  oporated  on  u  wave 
longth  which  cannot  bo  plc.kod  up  by 
any  other  receiving  sot.  There  is  a 
closo  (coiiuoetion  between  tho  receiving 
sot  in  Maryville  and  tho  broadcasting 
sot  which  will  soad  tho  reports  from 
tlio  bnskotball  courts  at  Capo  Girurdeuu 
Kirksvillo,  Springfield,  and  Warrons- 
burg,  The  broadeastlug  part  of  the 
set  will  function  for  only  receivers  of 
tho  typo  which  will  be  used  at  the 
Maryviilo  end.  This  will  make  it  im¬ 
possible  for  uuy  other  set  to  tune  in 
on  the  reports  of  the  games.

Tho  theory,'  howovor, 
has  boon  workod  out  carefully,  and 
John  Prico,  radio  man  of  tho  furniture 
company,  snys  that  -it  is  sound  und  that 
it  will  undoubtedly  work  successfully.

Has  Eighteen  Jerseys 

Tho  farm  now  boasts  of  eighteen 
purebred  -  Jersey  cows,  which  furnish 
tho  milk  usod  by  tlio  Collego  cafeteria. 
In  addition,  there  are  seven  registered 
Poland  China  sows,  which  produce  two 
litters  of  pigs  oach  year.  These  pigs 
aro  markotod  twico  a  year.  The  pigs 
are  fed  on  tho  wnsto  and  slop  from  tlio 
cafeteria. 

Ono  hundred,  and  fifty  White  Leg¬ 
horn  cliickons  aro  also  I  lie  property  of 
tho  Collogo  farm,  and  in  addition  tlicio 
is  a  largo  garden,  which  is  supervised 
by  Mr.  Withington.  The  garden  sup¬ 
plies  vegetables  for  the  cafeteria,  and 
hot  bods  in  tho  Colloge  groenhouso  fur¬ 
nish  plants  for  tho  uso  of  tho  Colloge 
and  for  marketing  purposes. 

A  record  kopt  for  tho  farm  over  a 
period  extending  from  September  1924, 
to  March,  1928,  shows  that  a.  not  profit 
of  about  $800  was  gained.  Tho  farm 
sells  about  two  hundred  dollars  worth 
of  milk  each  month  and  about  fifteon  . 
hundred  dollars  worth  of  hogs  each 
year. 

Mr.  Kinnaird  said  that  the  enlarged 
farm  will  bo  conducted  along  tho  latost  ' 
and  most  scientific  principles.  It  will 
furnish  an  admirablo  laboratory  for 
students  taking  work  in  agriculture,, 
ns  well  ns  affording  a  means  of  paying 
oxponsos  incurod  with  the  raising  of 
stock.

BUILDING— BROADENING 

This  might  well  be  termed  the  "expansion”  issue,  in  view  of 
the  several  articles  telling  wherein  certain  broadening  programs 
are  under  way  in  different  departments  of  the  College.  With 
work  under  way  on  making  a  new  home  for  the  College  library, 
with  the  College  farm  increased  nearly  two-fold  in  size,  and  with, 
architects  at  work  on  plans  for  the  new  athletic  field,  things  cer¬ 
tainly  look  prosperous  for  the  school. 

It  is  merely  a  coincidence,  however,  that  these  three  things  oc¬ 
cur  at  once.  They  have  all  been  the  dream  of  the  College  for  sev¬ 
eral  years. 

It  has  been  felt  for  some  time  that  the  benefits  of  the  library 
'S- have  been  hindered  by  the  fact  that  it  has  been  in  cramped  quart¬ 
ers.  With  the  former  gymnasiums  on  the  first  floor  turned  into 
a  big  library,  certainly  nothing  should-  hinder  the  growth  of  Mr. 
Wells’  department.  In  addition,  this  will  afford  a  large  room  on 
the  second  floor,  which  may  well  be  used  for  a  number  of  things. 

With  the  signing  of-., a  lease  for  forty-five  additional  acres, 
the  College  farm  is  taking  its  greatest  step  in  the  rapid  growth 
of  the  last  few  years.  Since  Mr.  Kinnaird  has  been  connected  with 
the  school,  the  agriculture  departnient  has  been  on  the  up-grade, 
and  now  has  a  systematic  series  of  courses  which  are  causing  some 
of  the  older  and  more-established  departments  of  the  institution  to 
open  their  eyes.  Mr,  Kinnaird  has  done  more  for  this  depart¬ 
ment  than  any  man  previously  in  it,  and  the  more  addition  to  the 
-  College  farm  is  in  a  sense  a  tribute  to  his  ability. 

And  the  athletic  field!  Yes,  that  is  another  dream  about  to 
*  come  true.  For  at  least  five  years  there  has  been  a  steady  reali¬ 
sation  that  a  new  atliletic  field  is  badly  needed  by  the  College. 
Several  times  steps  have  been  taken  toward  a  new  field,  but  al¬ 
ways  something  has  intervened.  An  now  it  seems  that  things  are 
going  to  run  smoothly,  and  that  we  are  going  to  have  one. 

It  will  be  located  near  the  gymnasium,  instead  of  clear  across 
,  the  campus  from  this  building,  and  it  will  have  a  football  field 
which  will  not  be  a  distasteful  place  to  play  the  game  when  the 
sun  is  setting.  Always,  in  the  past,  the  team  which  faced  the  west 
in  the  last  half  of  a  ^football  game  on  the  present  field  was  handi¬ 
capped  by  the  sun.  That  will  be  done  away  with. 

All  of  which  is  good  news,  for  it  indicates  a  growth  of  the 
institution,  and  a  broadening  of  its  scope  of  service. 


ABOUT  THE  BUDGET 

The  recommendations,  of  the  M  issouri  Tax  Commission  have 
been  received  at  the, College,  and  it  is  seen  wherein  that  body  elect¬ 
ed  to  cut  the  budget  Submitted  by  the  College  for  the  biennial  pei'- 
iod  of  1927-28.  The  report  of  the  commission  clearly  would  cur¬ 
tail  the  expenditure  of  all  money  for  buildings  and  improvements 


on  present  buildings  on  ■  the  College  campus.  It  also  cuts  out 


several  items  which  were  asked  by  the  College  for  its  program  for 
the  two-year  program. 

The  tax  commissioners  are  given  a  hard  task.  They  must 
try  to  make  ends  meet,  so  to  speak.  With  just  so  much  revenue 
from  which  to  draw,  theirs  is  the  task  of  appropriating  the  state 
money  as  judiciously  as  possible. 

All  of  the  state  educational  institutions  received  a  heavy  cut. 
In  many  instances  item  after  item  was  slashed  from  the  budgets. 

But  the  actual  outcome  of  the  whole  affair  won’t  follow  the 
recommendations  of  the  tax  commission.  Neither  will  it  follow 
the  requested  appropriations.  The  matter  is  now  before  the  state 
legislature.  It  is  with  this  body  that  the  educational  institutions 
of  the  state  must  deal.  If  the  teachers  colleges  and  the  university 
can  make  the. senators  and  representatives  see  their  case  clearly, 
more  money  will  be  appropriated. 

In  the  case  of  the  local  College,  the  budget  this  year  was  pre¬ 
pared  on  a  close  margin.  "‘There  was  no  allowance  mgde  for  a  cut. 
In  other  words,  the  figures  were  not  enlarged  so  th^t  they  might 
suffer  a  cut  and  still  remain  adequate.  This  is  an  honest  policy, 
and  it  is  on  this  honesty  that  the  College  stands  its  greatest  chance 
'  of  getting  a  larger  appropriation.  Each  item  was  carefully  dis¬ 
cussed  before  it  was  put  on  the  budget.  We  asked  for  just  what 
we  need -ri>o  more,  no  less.  And  we  can  honestly  say  so.

ketball  equipment,  trimmed  in  the  Col¬ 
lege  colors  of  white  and  green,  with 
tho  Spalding  Athletic  Goods  Company. 
White  was  most  used  in  the  trimming 
of  tho  equipment,  so  as  not  to  copy 
tho  Maryville  High  School  combination 
of  groen  and  black,  and  also  to  bo  rid 
of  tho  troublesome  groen  as  much  as 
possible. 

Athletes  Wanted  Change 

In  commenting  upon  his  decision 
some  time  later,  some  athletes  put  tho 
question'  regarding  the  changing  of 
honor  sweaters  to  black.  Tho  Athletic 
Director  listened  to  their  complaints 
about  tho  wearing  qualities  of  the 
sweaters  they  had  received,  and  came 
to  tho  decision  that  a  more  serviceable 
sweater  would  result.  However  he  also 
dooided  that  the  question  of  honor 
sweaters,  being  more  of  a  school  ques¬ 
tion,  should  bo  decided  by  tho  student 
body. 

Pending  the  action  of  the  student 
body,  he  held  up  both  the  order  for  tho 
honor  sweaters  and  that  for  the  play¬ 
ing  equipment,  thinking  that  still  an¬ 
other  color  combination  might  be  effect¬ 
ed.  Upon  the  vote  of  the  student  coun¬ 
cil  votooing  his  petition  for  a  change 
in  school  colors,  the  honor  sweaters 
for  tho  1926  football  team  wore  im¬ 
mediately  ordered,  the  color  to  bo 
green  and  the  letter  and  stripes  to  bo 
of  white  as  in  former  years.  Ho  con¬ 
sidered  t^e  complaint  of  the  alumhi 
who  had  won  letters  and  of  tho  stu¬ 
dents. as  justifiable  reason  for  leaving 
the  honor  sweaters  as  they  were.  But 
the  question  of  playing  equipment, 
which  is  a  matter  of  economy  and  team 
efficiency,  he  considered  should  bo  loft 
to  the  athletic  department  to  decide. 

Being  Done  Elsewhere 

In  view  of  what  had  been  done  in 
past  times  at  this  and  other  institutions 
of  tho  M.  I.  A.  A.,  as  well  as  in  any 
number  of  outside  schools,  and  being 
confident  that  in  practically  all  of  theso 
instances  such  changes  had  occurred  at 
the  instance  of  tho  Atliletic  Director, 
ho  felt  justified  in  .doing  what  ho  be¬ 
lieved  would  result  in  tho  greatest 
benefit  to  tho  institution  by  which  lie 
was  employed. 

There  arc  good  reasons  for  tho  use 
of  black  or  white  from  a  scientific 
standpoint.  Basketball  is  not  a  game 
in  which  prepared  plays  'or  systematic 
team  work  aro  used  as  in  football,  and, 
to  some  extent  in  baseball.  It  is 
necessary  for  tho  basketball  player  to 
moot  more  changing  situations  than 
any  other,  sportsman  except  possibly 
a  hockey  player.  Think  through  nil  tho 
.basketball  games  you  liavo  witnessed 
and  you  will  rarely  find  two  plays  or 
incidents  in-  which  all  moil  have  per¬ 
formed  tho  same.  Tho  basketball  play¬ 
er  must  know  where  tho  nine  other 
players  aro  at  all  tiaios.  This  know¬ 
ledge  comes  only  from  tho  visual  mind, 
theroforo,  it  is  necessary  to  train  a 
baskotball  player  to  see  aino  mon  and 
tho  ball  at  tho  same  time.  It  is  also 
nocossary  to  train  tho  playors  to  de¬ 
cide  quickly  and  to  act  on  that  quick 
decision.  In  fact,  at.  first,  it  is  bettor 
to  act  on  tho  docision,  evon  though 
wrong,  than  to  hositato.  As  a  playor 
approaches  tho  point  whore  tho  por- 
contago  of  decisions  which  nro  right 
roaches  ono  hundred,  ho  is  approaching 
tho  point  of  perfection.  But  perfec¬ 
tion  is  raroly  obtained.  It  is  thorofore 
tho  objoctive  of  tho  baskotball  coach, 
to  train  and  coach  tho  playors  so,  that 1 
individually,  tlioir  decisions  an  dac- 
tions  aro  right  most  of  tho  timo.  This 
is  ospocially  true  in  rogavd  to  passing. 
A  good  baskotball  team  of  passers  will 
boat  a  good  team  of  shootors  nine 
times  out  of  ton.  Quick  passing  will 
bnlflo  tho  defenso  much  sooner  than 
sinking  long  shots.  Tho  former  is  bus- 
ketbull  and  the  lnttor,  luck. 

Bee  Easily;  Faaa  Quickly 

To  insuro  quick  passing  it  is  thero¬ 
foro  necessary  to  quickly  sight  oppon¬ 
ents  and  teammates.  Nino  men  and  tho 
ball  cannot  come  within  the  direct  vis¬ 
ion  of  a  playor,  which  makos  it  necos- 
sary  to  see  about  oiglit  out  of  tho  cor- 
nor  of  one’s  eye,  or  os  it  is  kuowi^, 
with  tho  peripheral  vision. '  Quoting 
from  O.  R.  Griffith’s  ” PSYCHOLOGY 
AND  ATHLETICS.”  ;  , 

“  We  eomiuouly  take  it  for  granted 
that  The  puttying  part*  of  the  retina 
are  different  from  the  center  only  in 
matter  of  relative  clearness.  But.  •• 
a  matter  of  faet,  we  are  all  color  blind 
over  a  large  part  of  the  field  'of  tadl 
root  vision.  The  point  of  clearpt  via 
Ion,  that  part  °t  the  «ye  which 


as  you  road  these  words,  is  wholly  col¬ 
or  blind  at  twilight  and  at  night  time, 
and  it  is  only  under  brighter  illumin¬ 
ation  that  colors  can  bo  seen  by  any 
part  of  til o  retina.  '  In  tbo  daytime 
there  is  a  fairly  small  area  around 
tho  point  of  clearest  vision,  tho  fovea, 
in  which .  all  colors  can  be  seen.  A 
little  further  out  on  the  retina,  away 
from  the  fovea,  it  becomes  impossible 
to  see  the  rods  and  tho  greens,  and 
still  further  out,  only  the  whites  and 
blacks  are  visible.  That  is  to  say,  a 
basketball  player  facing  his  own  goal, 
would  be  unable  to  tell,  without  turning 
around,  whether  his  own  man  in  a  red 
jersey  or  one  of  tho  opposite  team  in  a 
green  jersey,  Was  standing  at  his  right 
or  his  loft,  although  both  might  be 
well  within  the  range  of  vision.” 

A  Scientific  Reason 

Therefore  tho  best  playing  equip¬ 
ment  for  tho  betterment  of  the  team 
would  bo  black  or  white  uniforms,  and 
as  wc  use  white  at  home,  we  should 
use  black  on  the  road. 

After  Mr.  Lawrence  had  presented 
his  arguments  for  the  use  of  black  ns 
a  basic  color  in  the  playing  equipment, 
and  had  advised  the  athletic  committee 
that  he  sought  in  no  way  to  alter  the. 
color  of  honor  sweaters,  and  before 
the  student  council  bad  made  public 
its  action  on  petitions  from  the  ath¬ 
letic  department,  tho  Athletic  Com¬ 
mittee  made  the  following  recommen¬ 
dation.  ' 

‘‘That  the  school  colors  shoubj  not 
bo  altered  but  that  it  was  the  sense 
of  the  committee  that  the  discretion 
of  the  Director  of  Athletics  should  pre¬ 
vail  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  play¬ 
ing  equipment.” 

Studies  Other  Schools 

Not  satisfied  with  studying  the  mat¬ 
ter  from  purely  a  local  angle,'  tho  Ath¬ 
letic  Committee  went  into  the  matter 
of  playing  equipment  used  by  other 
schools.  It  was  called  to  mind  that 
prior  to  about  1917-18  nearly  all  bas¬ 
kotball  equipment  for  universities,  col¬ 
leges,  and  high  schools  alike,  consisted 
of  khaki  trunks  and  white  jerseys.  At 
that  time  sweat  or  warm-up  suits  wore 
unknown.  Colored  basketball  equip¬ 
ment^  in  tho  majority  of  cases,  lias 
been  used  only  since  that  timo.  Colored 
warm-up  suits  aro  practically  a  recent 
innovation.  Tho  committee  found  that 
recently  a  number  of  teams  have  re¬ 
sorted  to  certain  basic  colors,  irrespec¬ 
tive  of!  tlioir  school  colors,  for  tlioir 
playing  equipment.  It  is  interesting 
to  noto  that  among  the  schools  follow¬ 
ing  this  practice,  are  to  bo  found  teams 
which  are  consistent  champions  in  nil 
branches  of  sport. 

•  Instances  Are  Given 

Tho  Tulatio  University  football  team, 
known  as  tho  ‘‘Green  Wnvo  of  the 
South”,  ennio  to  Columbia,  Missouri, 
last  fall,  and  in  their  battlo  with  the 
Tigors,  wore  suits  of  yellow  nnd  white. 
In  spite  of  tho  fact  that  green  is  tho 
Tuluno  color,  no  evideneo  of  this  color 
was  soon  nnywhoro  on  tho  playing 
field.  And,  on  tho  other  hand,  when 
tho  Missouri  Tigors  wont  to  Now  Or¬ 
leans  tho  previous  year,  they  also  wore 
wliito  jersoys,  disregarding  tho  famous 
“Old  Gold  and  Black.” - 
■  Northwestern  Univorsity,  co-cham¬ 
pions  of  tho  Big  Ten  Conference  in 
football  last  fall,  disregarded  tho  gold 
of  its  purplo  and  gold  combination, 
nnd  played  in  colors  of  purplo  and 
white. 

At  tho  University  of  Kansas  tho  col¬ 
ors  aro  Crimson  and  Blue.  Neverthe¬ 
less,  tho  Jnyhawks  play  basketball  in 
wliito  uniforms  trimmed  in  red. 

Missouri  University,  also,  useB  a 
wliito  uniform  on  occasions  with  school 
colors  ns  trimming.  And  the  Missouri 
honor  nwurds  in  track  aro  sweaters 
which  invariably  hnvo  white  for  basic 
color, 

Tho  Kansas  Aggios  seemingly  have 
encountered  somo  difficulties  in  the  use 
of  purplo  in  tlioir  uniforms,  so  they 
play  in  black  uniforms.  Their  school 
colors  are  purple  and  white,  a  combin¬ 
ation  which  bcionco  says  offors  tho 
same  abjections  as  greon  and  white.

Tho  mnttor  of  sentiment  has  been 
drawn  into  the  discussion,  and-  upon  it 
many  nrc  basing  tlioir  objoctions  to 
the  use  of  any  color  bosides  tho  tra¬ 
ditional  Greon  nnd  \Vhlto. 

Tho  committco  fools  that  sentiment 
is  a  quality  which  must  bo  uppermost 
in  tho  minds  of  all  followers  of  school 
athletics,  but  it  is  in  favor  of  any  pro¬ 
gressive  action  on  the  part  of  tho  p^js- 
cnt  coaching  regime  which  will  incronsc 
the  officioncy  of  our  teams  nnd  help 
to  maintain  our  present  high  position 
in  Intercollegiate  Athletics.  And  be¬ 
cause  tho  Athletic  Department  has 
presented  excellent  rensons  for  the  use 
of  black  in  our  plnying  equipment, 
which  need  not  in  any  way  detract 
from  tho  sentiment  which  has  grown 
up  for  tho  Green  and  "White,  it  is  tho 
belief  of  the  Committee  that  when  the 
facts  nro  known,  tho  sentiment  of  both 
students  and  alumni  will  align  itself 
with  the  view  herein  set  forth. 

In  considering  this  matter,  it  should 
be  definitely  borne  in  mind  that  the 
school  colors  remain  Green  and  White, 
that  honor  awards  aro  mndc  in  these 
colors  and  that  they  should  always  bo 
used  ns  companion  colors  in  practical 
playing  equipment.  1 


Tax  Commission 
Report  Received 
at  the  College 


showes  that  tho  itom  of  salarios  for 
1927  and  1928  was  cut  from  $335,000 
to  $300,000,  and  that  a  request  for 
$12,000  with  which  to  carry  on  rural 
education  work  was  cut  from  tho  bud¬ 
get. 

Ton  thousand  dollars  was  rocommond- 
od  for  books  and  equipment  for  tho 
library,  whilo  the  Collogo  Rogonts  ask¬ 
ed  for  eighteen  thousand. 

No  Out  In  Fuel  Item 
,  There  was  no  cut  in  tho  request  of 
$30,000  for  fuel,  light,  nnd  water,  but 
tiio  requested  $20,000  for  supplies  nnd 
equipment  was  cut  in  half.  ' 

Tho  Collego  asked  for  $15,000  for 
repairs  nnd  general  improvements,  and 
t\yo-thirds  of  this  amount  was  passed 
by  tho  tax  commision. 

Tho  entire  building  program,  nnd  tho 
items  for  alterations  wore  cut  from  the 
College  budget,  ns  were  requests  for 
appropriations'  for  summer  school,  stu¬ 
dent.  labor,  correspondence  and  exten¬ 
sion,  campus  and  grounds,  bureau  of 
research,  and  publications,  totaling 
$45,500. 

Tho  College  <had  asked  for  $200,000 
with  which  to  build  a  training  school 
building,  ($20j,000  for  alterations  .on 
the  main  building  and  extensions  at  tlie 
power  house. 


Tho  tax  commission  approved  the  re- 
appropriation  of  $45,649.08  to  pay  the 
balance  duo  on  tbo  new  gymnasium  at 
tho  College.  This  amount  was  appro¬ 
priated  at  tho  last  sossion  of  the  legis¬ 
lature,  but  wns  never  available. 

Tho  Northeast  Missouri  State  Teach¬ 
ers  Collego  at  Kirksvillc  asked  for  an 
appropriation  of  more  tlinn  a  million 
dollars,  nnd  wns  cut  two-thirds  of  the 
amount.  At  Cnpe  Girnrdenu  thn  cut 
wns  almost  50  per  cent,  and  at  Spring- 
field  it  was  from  almost  $785,000  to 
$45,000.  Tho  Warrensburg  Teachers 
College  asked  for  more  than  a  million 
dollars  and  wns  cut  to  $400,000. 

Tho  University  of  Missouri  wns  not 
omitted  in  tho  action  of  tho  tax  com¬ 
mission,  its  cut  being  from  six  nnd  a 
half  million  to  less  than  two  million 
dollars.

Until  a  copy  of  the  biennial  report 
of  tiio  Missouri  Tax  Commission  was 
received  at  the  College  this  week  it  J 
was  not  known  wherein  the*  tax  body 
had  cut  the  request  of  the  College 
Board  of  Regents  for  funds  for  tho  [ 
two-year  period  of  1927-28.  The  Board, 
asked  the  General  Assembly  for  a  total 
of  $781,149.08,  with  which  to  run  the 
College  during  1927  and  1928,  and  the 
tax  commission  recommended  that  the 
legislature  appropriate  but  $405,649.08. 

Tho  copy  of  tho  report  shows  what  j 
items  wore  abbreviated  by  t lie  tax  body 
and  it  also  shows  that  this  body  elim¬ 
inated  a  number  of  items  entirely  in 
its  report. 

All  Schools  Are  Out 

The  tax  commission  did  not  limit  its 
cutting  spree  to  tho  Northwest  Mis¬ 
souri  State  Teachers  College.  All  of 
the  institutions  suffered,  nnd  building 
nppropriations  for  nil  were  slashed  off. 
At  Kirksvillc  nnd  Warrensburg  an  ex¬ 
tensive  building  program  was  mention¬ 
ed  in  the  burget,  but  this  was  curtail¬ 
ed.  Outside  of  theso  two  schools,  tho 
colloge  at  Maryville  suffered  a  greater 
cut  than  either  of  the  two  remaining 
lenchers  colleges.

National  High  School  Orchestra  Com¬ 
posed  of  Students  From  All  Ovdt 
Nation. 


A  dramatic  demonstration  of  tho  odu 
cational  value  of  orchestras  will  be 
given  before  the  national  mooting  of 
school  superintendents  at  Dallas,  Tex, 
as,  the  week  of  February  27,  when  two 
hundred  and  fifty  high  school  students 
representing  every  section  of  tho(  na 
tion,  will  play  in  the  National  High 
School  Orchestra.  Tho  call  for  tho  per 
forraauce  by  tho  orchestra  has  been  is¬ 
sued  by  Dr.  H.  J.  Condon,  president 
of  the  department  of  superintendents 
of  the  National  Education  Association, 
superintendent  of  tho  Cincinnati  Pub¬ 
lic  school  system  and  one  of  the  best 
known  educators  in  the  United  States. 

The  program,  of  the  National  Or 
cliostra  before  tho  meeting  of  tho  sup 
erintendents  at  Dalas  will  mark  tho 
'  second  appearance  of  the  orchestra. 
Tho  first  performance  was  given  beforo 
the  meeting  of  tho  educators  at  Do 
troit  last  spring  when  tho  youngsters 
gathered  from  every  section  of  the 
country  played  with  practically  no  re¬ 
hearsal  under  the  direction  of  J.  E 
Maddy  of  the  Music  Supervisors  Na¬ 
tional  Conference.  Membership  is  opon 
to  players  who  will  bo  high  school  stu 
dents  next  February,  and  precedence 
will  be  given  to  players  who  partici 
pated  in  tho  Detroit  program.
